1953 BUSINESS 


WAS 'BEST EVER' 


The year nineteen hundred and 


fifty-three was described by local 
merchants today as "one of the. 
best ever." 


Not only was it "as good as 


1952" 
as most reported, but for 


many "it was the best year in 
our history." 


One merchant estimated his own 


business, 
and 
the 
business of 


others in his line, as "at least 
ten per cent better than 1952, and 
1952 
was the best year we had 


up to that time." 


Another merchant, who caters 


mostly to the tourist trade, said 
that "1953 was just as good a year 
as 1952. In fact, one month my 
profit was within 23 cenis of the 
amount of profit made for the 
same month in 1952. I would say 
that 1953 was a repetition of the 
very successful 1952." 


Most of those interviewed said 


they "had a good year," or "the 
best ever" and added their ob- 
servation thai business in general 
had been "good" in 1953 through- 
out the community. 


Business Good Generally 


Several 
of those 
interviewed 


held that while "there had been 
some spotty moments, summed up, 
the year was a good one, as far 
as business was concerned." One 
said, "There were periods when I 
had expected more business and 
got less; there were times when 
I had expected less business and 
got more." 


The only "off note among those 


interviewed came from an auto 
dealer who said that "while the 
year as a whole was gopd, as good 
as 1952, the last two months saw 
a bad drop in the used car field.'" 
He added that "we can still sell 
new cars as fast as we can get 
them, however."

DECEMBER IS 


WARMEST HERE 
IN SEVEN YEARS 


Tne warmest December in seven 


years went into the records today 
with a little more rainfall than 
usual. 


But the excess of rainfall for this 


month left 1953 slightly more than 
two inches short of the 50-year 
average for rainfall in Gettysburg. 


December's average temperature 


was 37.24 degrees which is 4.54 de- 
grees above the normal average for 
December on the basis of records 
covering the last half 
century. 


Normal is 32.7 degrees. The month 
is the warmest December here 
since 1946 when the average daily 
temperature was 38.8 degrees. 


The month lacked extreme tem- 


peratures. The mercury never got 
above 59 and dropped to 16 above 
zero on only one night. The average 
daily high reading was 45.29 de- 
grees and the average low was 29.19 
degrees. 


Some Snow Flurries 


The month did not get any meas- 


urable amounts of snow. There were 
flurries, a thunder shower early in 
the month, several dense fogs and 
high winds. 


December's rainfall eased a four- 


month drought with a total of 3.95 
niches which fell in eight weather 
days. Normal for December is 3.15 
inches. Last year December got only 
2.71 
inches. 


The December rains brought the 


1953 total to 39.43 inches, a short- 
age of 2.09 inches for the year. The 
heavy spring rains had built up a 
large surplus that was offset by the 
dry summer and fall. Normal rain- 
fall in Gettysburg is 41.5 inches on 
the basis of 50-year figures. 


The year ending today is the 


driest here since 1947.

But 
it is also true that in the main, 
those who attend the church serv- 
ices are old people and women. 
If there are children present, it 
is because the women brought 
them.

135 OF 4,385 
PRISONERS ASK:

PANMUNJOM CR—Indian troops 


made a, year-end head count of 
Chinese war prisoners hi their cus- 
tody today and 135 of the 4,385 
checked asked to return to Com- 
munist China. 


An Indian spokesman empha- 


sized that the count was not a 
screening and did not substitute for 
interviews, -which ended, Dec. 23. 


However, Indian guards gave 


prisoners wishing to return home 
every chance to ask for repatria- 
tion. 


There was no indication whether 


the count would be extended to the 
pro-Communist North Camp, wMch 
holds 22 Americans who refused 
to return home. 


May Not Extend Count 


Nor was there any indication 


whether the count would be ex- 
tended to North and South Koreans 
or the one Englishman in custody. 


The 135 of 4,385 tally was about 


3.1 per cent, approximately the 
same as for the 10 days when 
prisoners attended explanations. 


Officially, the count is being 


made to give the Indian command 
an opportunity to check Its prison- 
er rosters and to find out exactly 
how many captives it holds. 


An Indian spokesman

sized that "any requests for re- 
patriation must be regarded as 
entirely incidental to the head 
count." But observers pointed out
